There ought to be aonaeoted with 
every large railroad organisation 

certain fund.s, contributed partly by 
tho voluntary action of employes, 
which would provide for hospital 
service, retiring pensions, sick pen- 
sions, and InsuraucLi against accident 
and death.

MEAN TCMPERATURK

Tkaaaaad Taara. 

Tho sun Is the principal cause of the 
variations in the lomperatiiiv of the 
atmosphoro, uud the amount of heat 
received depends upon the elevation of 
the sun above the hortaon and the 
transparency of .the atmosphere. Tho 
air ia heated in three ways, by the di- 
rect rays of tho sun, by contact with 
the earth and by radi.'itioii from the 
eurtli. tho llrst being by fur tho most 
Importaott aa it ia eatimated that tbree- 
fourtha of the sun's rays are absorbed 
by tho atmosphere, and tbo remainder 
are absorbed by tho earth. 'I'he 
internal beat of tho oorlh Is, it is true, 
reckoned aa a (ubordinato source of 
beat but it is so to such an infinitesi- 
mal degree that It Is hardly worth 
whilo to take it into account The 
temperature of any place, therefore 
varies from hour to hour, aci^ording ns. 
In Its rotation. Its rolativo position to- 
ward tho sun la ohangad, and the rays 
fail upon it with more or loss direct- 
ness. By talviti^ aeeovint of the tem- 
perature Id ' aeh hour of the day wo 
find tho mean toiujierature for the 
twenty-four hours, and by continuing 
this through a twelve-month wo find 
tho mean tompcrature for any month, 
.or for tho ontiro yoar. Tho hourly 
variations are extremely regular, but 
the mean tempi-ralures of tlie months. 
In digerent years, may vary consider- 
ably. The mean yearly temper- 
ature also la not the some 
every yar for tho same place, but 
tho liilTeferiee between the warmest 
and the coldest yours Is seldom over 
ton degrees. It Is necessary to toko 
the average ol several years to got the 
true moan of any place; In a cllmato as 
variable as our otvn about twenty-Hvo 
years sbniiid bo talton. It Is never 
safe to prediet that one sea.sntl. or oru! 

year, which lias l}een unusually hot or 
exceptionally cold, will be followed by 
a season or yoar of qulto the opposlto 
ohanustor to restore the balance of 
heat or cold. I'hls balance Is restored, 
however. In the lapse of seasons, and 
the mean tomporature of any pl.-iei; is 
found to be virtually constant from 
one oentury to another. It la there* 
fora the opinion ol many eclentlato 
that tho mean tcm|ierature of no pliu^o 
on tho earth's siirfaee Iijls eliaiiged 
appreciably for S,OM years.— Chicago 
Intor4)oeao.
